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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -30 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of evaluative method for ranking items evaluated and displayed on a 
computer wherein the subject matter is classified into categories and each 
category is weighted subject to the considerations of the user and each category 
has a plurality of factors that are further subject to the considerations of the user 
such that with the selection of the factors by the user, the weight of the category 
is characterized by the factor selection. A total score for each of the sources of 
products or services based on the user defined weights and user selected factors 
for each category is determined followed by a ranking of such scores. 

The closest prior art (The Council on Economic Priorities [CEP], Shopping 
for a Better Worid), teaches a plurality of product categories with further 
subdivision into brand names and companies are identified and rated according 
to various issues. However, CEP does not teach weighting categories based on 
category factors where such factors as described In the specification are selected 
by the user and where the ranking of such adjusted categories will be computer 
displayed. Alternatively, (Geller et al, U.S. Patent 6,236,990) teaches method 
and system for ranking multiple products according to user's preferences. 
However, Geller also does not teach weighting categories based on category 
factors where such factors as described in the specification are selected by the 
user.
